MADISON, Wis., April 29.— Hold­ 
ing for the first time that death by 
a lightning stroke is not proximately 
caused by accident within the mean­ 
ing of the term as defined in 
the 
workmen’s compensation aet, the in­ 
dustrial commission 
today 
denied 
compensation to Helena Hoenig of 
Little Rapids for the death of her 
husband, John Hoenig, last August. 
Hoenig was employed by the Lindau- 
er-O’Connell company as a carpenter. 
On a day when there had been inter­ 
mittent 
rain, 
with 
accompanying 
lightning, he was engaged in taking 


planks out of the water above a dam 
iii the Fox river. 
While thus en­ 
gaged he was killed by lightning. 
“ The question before us for deci­ 
sion,” 
says 
the 
commission, 
“is 
whether bodily injury is the result of 
an accident within the meaning of the 
compensation act.” 
The commission 
hen refers to the 
intention of the legislature, as con­ 
strued from the report of the com­ 
mittee which drafted the law.

so cites decisions of

courts and the rules of the old com­ 
mon law', under which death from 
lightning was defined as an act of 
God and could not be pleaded suc­ 
cessfully in a claim for personal dam­ 
ages.
